ST. PETERSBURG, Jan, 31.—The Rus- 
slans are holding the Japanese desperate- 
ly at bay on the Hun River banks.

Gen. Kuropatkin’s forces are not only 
holding their position, but are clinging 
Gepperately to the villages wrested from 
the enemy early in the fight.

landing him, was effected by a woman's 
cool-headedness. 

Catherine Kimmerle, a widow, advertised 
in one of the German newspapers Wednes- 
day morning for a lodger. 

About 2 o'clock a middle-aged German, 
prosperously dressed, came and hired her 
hall bedroom. He had not been in the 
flat more than a couple of hours when 
he offered to peel the potatoes for dinner 
and said: “I am a good cook and I'll 
cook your dinner for you."

Roosevelt ‘Declares’ People’s 
Rights Require Govern- 
ment Supervision. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 31.—President 
Roosevelt was the guest of honor and 
principal speaker tonight at the forty-sec- 
ond anniversary banquet of the Union 
League. 

President Roosevelt occupled a 
the center of the guests’ table, with Presi- 
dent Stotesbury of the Unian League on 
his right and United States Senator Pen- 
rose on his left. Seated at the same table 
were former Postmaster-General Charles 
Emory Smith, Congressman Bingham, 
Surgeon-General Rixey, Major-General!

B. M. Young, Gov. Lea of Delaware, Gov. 
Stokes of New Jersey and Mayor Weaver 


of this city. 
- President Roosevelt in his address said: 

This club was founded to -uphold the 
hands of Abraham Lincoln, when he stood 
as the great leader in the struggle for 
union and Nberty. We have a “right, 
therefore, to appeal to this club for aid in 
every governmental or social effort made 
along the lines marked out by Lincoln. 

The great President taught many lessons 
which we who come after him should 
learn. With his usual far-sighted clearness 
of vision, he saw that in a repwblic such 
aS ours permanent prosperty of any part 
of our people was conditioned upon the 
prosperity of all; and that, on the other 
hand, any effort to raise the general level 
of happiness by striking at the well-being 
of a portion of the people could not but 
be in the end disastrous to all. 

The principles which Lincoln applied to 
the solution of the problems of his day are 
those which must apply if we expect suc- 
cessfuiiy to solve the different problems 
of our own day—problems which are so 
laigely industrial, 

The great development 
means that’ there must be an increase in 
the supervision exercised by the govern- 
ment over business enterprises. This sup- 
ervision should not take the form of violent 
and ili-advised interference; and assuredly 
there is danger lest it take such form if 
the business leaders of the business com.- 
munity confine themselves to trying to 
thwart the effort regulation instead of 
sulding ig aright. 

Nether this people nor any other free 
people will permanently tolerate the use 
of the vast power conferred by vast wealth. 
and especially by wealth in its corporate 
form. without lodging somewhere in the 
government the still higher power of seein 
that this power, in addition to being use 
in the interest of the individual or inadi- 
viduals possessing {[t. is also used for ana 
not against the interests of the people as a 
whole. 

All great business concerns are engaged 
in interstate commerce, and it was beyond 
question the interition of the founders of 
our yernment that interstate commerce 
in all ite branch and aspects should he 
under national atid not state control If 
the courts decide that this intention was 
not carried out and made effective in the 
constitution as it now stands. then in the 
end the constitution, if not construed air. 
ferentiy, will have to be amended so that 
the orjignal undoubted intention may be 
made effective. But.,of course. a conatity. 
tional amendment is only to be used as a 
last resort, if every effort of legislation 
and administration shall have been proved 
inadeg vate.

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Second Street Property Owners 
Will State Objections to Plan 
of Two Railroads. 


The South St. Louis property owners who 
are protesting against railroad tracks on 
Second street will be heard by the Council 
committee on railroads this afternoon. The 
committee is composed of Councilmen Shee- 
han, Davis and Boyce. Both the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway Co. and the Iron Moun- 
tain Railway Co. are after franchises on 
Second street. The Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way Co. would like to lay tracks on Sec- 
ond from Potomac to Poplar streets. The 
Iron Mountain wants to run a switch along 
Second from Dorcas to Poplar sireet. 

The Tenth Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion is said to be divided on the proposition 
of allowing railroad tracks on Second street. 
TY. F. W. Zimmermann and H. C. Koenig in- 
sist that the Tenth Ward Association has 
indorsed the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
bill. Last Saturday night a meeting of 
members of the association was held at 
the home of Otto F. Karte, ai which a 
committee of three, consisting of Kdward 
Rosenthal, Martin Hacker and J. T. Noitde 
was selected to urge and advocate the de- 
feat of both the Manufacturers’ and the 
Iron Mountain bills. 

August A. Busch, vice-president of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, is 
out with a signed statemént advocating 
the bill introduced by the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co, which is backed by the Busch 
interests. Mr. Busch insists that the ter- 
ritory between Dorcas and Poplar from 
east of Broadway has been dormant for 
25 years. 

“It is not adapted to resident property,’ 
says Mr. Busch,’ and it has not been 
opened for manufacturing property, but has 
been left lying in the transition state which 
is fatal to all interests. Let thcs®> who» 
question the wisdom of this ordinance com- 
pare this territory with territories similarly 
located in the northern part of the city. 
Let them compare the assessment values of 
properties, as well as the railroad facilities 
in the two,districts. In the north, the con- 
nections have been made wtih a number of 
trunk lines and every possible facility is 
being offered. In the southern d’strict, par- 
ticularly the one in question, all these op- 
portunities have been neglected.’ 

The Busch interests insist that 
in the district to be tapped by the new 
railroad has already risen tremendously in 
value. One property owner called upon 
August Busch Tuesday morning and said 
he would have to sell his holdings if the 
railroads were allowed to run over Second 
street. When asked for his price, the own- 
er, figured 300 per cent in excess of what 
he asked only a year ago for the same 
property. 


BILL SPLITS TENTH WARD 
IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION 


The Tenth Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion indorsed the Manufacturers’ Railway 
Co. bill for a franchise on Gecond street 
at its meetin held Jan. 15. 

Last week Sresident D. Eitzgman, Secre- 
tary Edward Rosenthal and seven other 
members of the executive cofmmittee of ‘the 
association issued a call for a meeting of 
the committee at the residence of O. 
Karbe. This meeting took place Saturday 
night. Nine members of the committee 
attended and eight of them decided to 
rescind the action of the association.in in- 
dorsing; the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
franchise. 

Frank Zykan held out against the re- 
scinding resolution. He contended that the 
meeting was an irregular one because it 
had not been called by the chairman of 
the committee, T. F. W. Zimmerman. 

When the Tenth Ward Association. in- 
dorsed the bill, it appointed a committee 
of five to urge its passage. Two members 
of this committee, C. Brinkop and John 
Mullich, have gince declined to serve, so 
the secretary states. The remaining three 
members of this committee are H. C. Koe- 
ni T. F.. W. Zimmerman and Frank 
Zy fan, They favor the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. bill. 

Mr. Koenig spoke in favor of the bill 
when it was indorsed at the last regular 
monthly meeting. No tracks will be laid 
in the Tenth Ward under the franchise. 
The opposition is against both the Manu- 
facturers’ and the Iron Mountain bills. 
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and Jane Laurel and Rosalind Coghland, 
as the earl's other two daughters, are all 
capable members of the cast.
